I need not comment on the 
Justice of this argument, for the rea­ 
son that in the exigencies of business, 
competition was not allowed full play, 
and the tem p tation of excessiv e du­ 
ties led to combinations

prices, which p rev ented their reduc­ 
tion so that excess of duties had a 
tendency to promote excessiv e prices.” 
He 
then 
instanced the efforts of 
Blaine and McKinley to secure rec­ 
iprocity in articles in which foreign 
m ak ers would compete with 
Amer­ 
icans in this mark et. 
Mr. Taft considered the relation of 
Indiana to Canadian reciprocity, claim­ 
ing benefits for it by the remission of 
duties on food products, fish, lumber, 
gypsum, building stone and other a r­ 
ticles in p urchasing and in selling a 
benefit by the Canadian m ark et for 
v egetables and fruits, agricultural im­ 
p lements 
and 
m otor v ehicles, and 
brick . 
He then continued: 
“I am 
most earnestly hopeful that the Can^ 
adian agreem ent will p ass the senate 
and will be confirmed by the Canadian 
p arliam ent.”

W. Eliot, 
p resident emeritus of Harv ard Cni- 
v ersity, deliv ered a remark able ora­ 
tion at the p atriotic exercises in Far: 
euil hall yesterday afternoon. He said 
that all men are not created equal nor 
hav e they any inalienable rights to 
life, liberty and p ursuit of happiness. 
Dr. Eliot rev eiewed the Declaration of 
Independence, saying: 
“The Declara­ 
tion of Independence made some af­ 
firmations which were not of English 
origin, and hav e nev er been univ er­ 
sally accepted by political philoso­ 
phers. but which nev ertheless hav e 
great influence on the policies and as­ 
p irations of the people of the United 
States. 
The statem ent that all men 
are created equal is manifestly not 
true in ev ery sense. 
Men are not 
born equal In capacities, powers or 
dispositions, and under x regime of 
liberty the inborn div ersities of ca­ 
pacity and character in different in­ 
div iduals increase as life goes on, and 
inev itably produce great inequalities 
in regard to prop erly and general con­ 
ditions of life.”
